Tlio outposts o( tlie two ariirie., were 
very n«ar lo eacli otlier, wlien tlie .\iiier- 
icaii cominamler, de.sirous of obtuiiiing 
particular inforiiiatiou rxspectiiig tlie po- 
•sitioii of his adversary, suminoiied the far 
famed leader of the Rilleiueu, Col. Daniel 
.Morgan, to licad(|uartcrs. 

It was night, and the chief was alone.

.A pause had ensued in the field fight- 
ing before Sebastopol, and the despatch- 
e.s Irom both the Russians and the allies 
say that the siege was progiessitig with 
regularity, and prejiarat.oiis were mak n^ 
for an immediate a-sanit u; on th; for- 
tress. 

Both parties wore in ivant of reinfor^ 
inentsfuirt the* atires were in more need 
than the Russians. The Russian forces 
within the garrison were beginning to 
want animunttion. 

'I’he allied forces were ri duced by b.il- 
tle and disease to 50 00) elfectivc men. 
which caused much alarm in England 
and France, ami iho utmost elforls were 
making to send inslant reinforcements to 
the Crimea, and for this purpo.se all the 
ocean mail steamers were chartered. — 
AVinter was selling in .-everely in the Cri- 
mea. and severe storms were prevailing 
n the Black Sea, in wliicli two Turkish 
F'rigales had been wrecked. I'he great 
hospital, in which were fully two thous- 
and wounded soldiers, had been burned 
by shells from the besiegers. 

"There will be no steamer from 1:1 g 
and, except the I’nimi, uniil the Facilic, 
which sailed from Liverpool for N. York, 
this Jay. A large French loan is spoken 
of. 

The .Austrian note, in reply to that of 
Frussia, Oct. 30ih, arrived al Berlin on 
the 12th instant, and as far as the con- 
tents had transpired. Austria fully ac- 
cepts thepromi.se of Frussia to support 
her in the Frincipalilies. but lays great 
•tress on having this assistance viewed as 
a logical and necessary consequence of 
the treaty of April 20th, rather than a 
new arrangement. 

It was expected in the French camp in 
the Crimea, that an assault would be 
made on Sebastopol on the 5lh insl., and 
probably would have been, had not the 
Russians made the attack on the 4th. — 
'fhe firing, at the last accounts, was slack 
on both sides, and preparations were go- 
ing on for an assault; scaling ladders had 
been ordered up. 

Four of the Russian war vessels in the 
harbor of Sebastopol, had been sunk by 
the fire from the allies, one of them call- 
ed the Twelve Apostles. ‘I’yphus fever 
had broken out in the ciiy. caused by 
the stench from the unbnried dead, and 
conflagralions were continually occurring 
from red hot shot from the besiegers. — 
AValer in the toi tress was getting exceed- 
ingly scarce, and the Russians were pre- 
paring for street fighting, by posting can- 
non to swec|) the streets, and fortifying 
houses, (Sic., ice. 

The I'higlish (ieneral's olliciaLaccouiit 
of the battle on ihe 5:h, did not reach 
London untd the 16ih owing to telegraph 
interruplion. Lord Raglan says the ene 
my, with an immense force, attacked the 
rir'ht of the Knglish position, at the early 
darvn of morning, and the batdc was e.x- 
treinely obstinate; and it was not till jiast 
nrion that the enemy was definitely re- 
pulsed and forced to retreat, leaving the 
field covered with dead. Sewciinl hun- 
rlred prisoners were taken. The num- 
ber of the enemy much exceeded that of 
the Alma Tiie Russian loss was enor- 
mous; our loss was also very great, — 
Ce(ierols S'r (leorgc Brown, Beiiii.k, Ad 
rn’S, Butler and Torrence, were wound- 
ed. 'I’he conduct of the Fnglisli forces, 
in the face of such superior numbers, 
was excelien'. A Russian ofiioial 1 -it *r ■ 
says the arrival of the (Irand Dukes pro- 
duced such enthusiasm in the ruiiks, that 
Menschikoir thought he would turn it to 
account, and the garrison made two sor- 
ties, the first at one o’clock, F. .AL. and 
the oilier at two o’clock; the first againsi 
the F.nglish, ainl ihe second against the 
French. The alTair with the F.nglish was 
of the most desperate kind, and the Rus- 
sians succeedexl in spiking the Knglish 
guns.

After this the Russians retired with all 
haste, when the French division pursued 
them up to ths wol s, and was received 
with a murderous lire, and had to fall 
hick. A sanguinary and obstinate sirug 
gle ensued, which was prolonged until 
iiiglitlall. ,

I) le of the 111 ist daring and .^u .-cessfiil 
robbei ies ever perpetrated in tins Slate 
look pl.ice al ill ! AVTmIha u Bank, in the 
town of AA'i.iJh.im. on Friday night last. 
I'lie particulars of this alfair are substaii 
tially as follow; 

It has been die jiraclic-j at this Bank 
for iiiaiiv years for the clerk to sleep in 
the Bank. I’ii ; present clerk, .lames 
I’arsons, a young man IS years of ag;, 
has fur some two years past done tins, 
ainl has had for his conipanioii a valua- 
ble dog. belonging to tlie casliier. The 
dog was usually left in the Bank in the 
levelling, and die clerk wuuld go in for 
^ ih<- uiglil,“b.oul 9 b'cloqk. I'liu was ihe 
C IS8 on Friday mg-.it last — a night wnicii, 
il will be reineinhered. was exceedingly 
dark and stormy. The cashier lefi the 
Bank some time after candle-light, shut- 
ting in the dog as usual. .About 9 o'clock 
F arsons entered the Bank and quickly 
locked the outer door, taking out Ih ; key. 
.As he passed through the inner, or 
swinging door, he recogni-^ 'd by the fee- 
ble light of a dark laiuerii the forms of 
three men standing in front of him, hut 
before lie could utter a word he was soiz 
ed by the iliroal by two of them, his 
inoulii was slopped, and he was told lliat 
if he made a sound he would have his 
brains blown out. .A naiidkercllief was 
al once bound over hi.s eyes, he was seal- 
ed ill a chair. Ills boots were removed, his 
ankles bound together wilh a rope, his 
hands were bound lirinly bcliiiiJ him, and 
a gag with a handkerchief wrapped a- 
round it was placed in his inoulli and 
lied wilh a string around the back of his 
h-^ad. 

j In this canditicii lie was taken into the 
back room and liirowu upon liis bad, and 
tlie body of the dog was placed upon tiie 
bed with him. One of the rubbers then 
seated nimself by tlie bed. as a watcher, 
and the others went to work The dog. 
il seemed, had been fed witli poisoned 
meal during the evening — the rascals, il 
is supposed, having opened the outside 
door with a false key. just far enough to 
slip in slices of meat until he was silenc- 
ed. Soon after they had coiimiunced 
work the dog partially revived, and by an 
elFort threw himself on the llaor, and 
cr-awleJ under the bed, where, supposing 
he mighi make further noise, one of them 
said to aiiollier — "Smith, give us your 
dirk, we must silence this dog,’’ 'I'he 
dirk was at once used upon the poor an- 
imal, and his bo.ly was thrown out into 
the bank room 

•After an hour and a half’s hard Libor 
they succeeded in wrenching oil’ Ihe out- 
er door of the vault, when they discover- 
ed that tiiey still had another and appa- 
rently much stronger door to go through. 
I'liis unexpected impediment greatly en- 
raged them. I'hey cursed and swore 
terribly. Fliey went to FafSoiis and re- 
moved the gag from liis inoulh and asked 
him if there was still a safe inside the 
vault — there was not, but he told them 
lliere was, and he supposed this would 
discourage them from proceeding further. 
They then asked him whare the keys 
were, lie told them that they were al tlie 
cashier’s house. 'I'hen said one. let us 
go and gel them Tliii they discussed 
in a low voice, and finally decided that it 
would not pay. and went to work agiin. 
The toJls ihey used were siiiijdy a cliisel 
and hammer, and steel h.trs t.ir.iied wilh 
a kind of chisel on one en 1, and a curve 
on the other for jiryiiig. . I’liey would 
cut into the stoio) at the side of the door 
until they had formed a hole large enough 
to enter their h.irs. and then break oil' the 
hinges and b-ilt of the door by main 
force. 

In tills in.iniier, after abour f.mr hours, 
they forced the inner door. They were 
not long after this in packing up their 
booty. 'I’liey llieii w 'iit to Fars ins, ex- 
am tied the cords that b luiid his hands, 
laid him on his side, oarelu.ly lucked iiim 
up ill his bed. locked ilie door of his 
room, and went out, locking the outside 
door after tiuuii. In less than five min- 
utes after they left Ihe room Farsons was 
unbound, and al liberty. Il seems llial 
in their anxiety not to hurt his wrists with 
the cord.s, that they had first placed a 
handkerchief on each wrist, and bound 
the cords over ihem. By vigorously rub- 
bing the liandkerchiefs he succeeded in 
removing one of them from iiii lor the 
cord. This of course loosened the coid 
so that the other fell out easily, and both 
being out, tlie cord was so loose that he 
easily drew his hands out To unbind 
his feet, mouth and eyes, and op'-ii his 
window and s|iiing to the ground, was 
but the wuik ot a inomenl. 

lie s^ooii aroused the Cashier and Fres- 
itlenl, and in f.icl the whole village was 
astir before the i-obbera.had fairly left the 
town. The iDel.-sl horses were soon 

bronolit out, and messengers were des- 
® ® 

palehed in every direction. Two of the 
mes-engers came to this city to watch tiie 
uioriiing Boston train, hut discovered no 
traces of tin; rogu.'s. It was soon ascer- 
tained that they went from the bank over 
to AA'ilhman ic, where they took a hand- 
car and came to Nonvicli, leaving ihe 
car by the side of Ihe track in the vicitii 
I ty of the Falls The presumption then 
I was that th,*y were not lar from ihis city. 

On Saturday morning a despatch was 
sent to B istoii for a deldcliiii 'ni from the 
I police force from that city, wlien ulliceis 
Ham a-id Heath came on at once. On 
consultation it was coiicluied that tlie 
rogues would |iruhjbly go to .All)n's 
Folnl and there lake the boat to .New 
Yojk or the cars to Motion. Indeed, of- 
ficer I'imcrsoii, ul this city, had Iracrd 
them, as he was cnniidenl. to Ihe vicini- 
ty of the Folnl AAiiien the i-veiiing train 
went to the I’oiiil. Sheiill' Bliss, with de- 
puties Fnvrie and L'liappel. and nllicer 
Kmerson and the Boston ollicers went in 
it. .Air. 'I'ingley, a k.'eper of a public 
bouse in AA i.luiiaiilic. where the suspect- 
ed rogues iiad stopped for several days 
prior to llio robbery, was also olTlie num- 
ber.

' I'he "horrors of war” are not confined, 
exclusively, to the slaughter of men. and 
the pillage of towns and cities, though 
suuh calamities, wall their terrible con- 
coiiiitants, must ever give to il a "grim 
visage” and a "wrinkled front.”

SuiciDK AT Memi'iiis. — TItc Memphis 
AVliig, of llte ICth ult., relates the follow- 
ing: 

About noon yesterday, Mr. AViHiam 
CliilJers, a resident of this city, commil- 
ted suicide by shooting himself with a 
pistol. He had been standing al the cor- 
ner of the United Stales Hotel, for some 
little lime, apfiarenlly asclieeiful as ever, 
and bad just stepped into the bar-room of 
that liolel humming over the familiar air 
‘Jordan is a hard road to travel,’’ when 
he pulled out a pistol and placed it lo bis 
throat in a playful manner, when some 
' friend remoiistiated wilh him on his reck- 
lessness. AA'iihout heeding liis friend, or 
even stopping singing the air, lie pul his 
pistol under his chin, pulled the trigger 
and the entire contents entered liis head, 
the ball passing out behind and above his 
left ear. 'I'he ball cut uiriiis longue, and 
the explosion mangled Ins head horribly. 
He stood almost inolionles.s for several 
seconds, the blood (lowing freely from liis 
mouth, when ho lell over on his face, a 
lifele.ss corpse. 

He had lately been in the employ of tlie 
theatre as waiclnnan ami iislicrer, hut 
was discharged yesterday moriiiiig. and 
' being in rather needy circumstances, 
w ihoul money or einployment, it is sup- 
po.sed lie killed himself on this account. 
, He had borrowed .'53 about an h ■ be- 
fore, and some -S4 of il was (ounil upon 
his person. Of late lie had been tem- 
perate. and had frequently expressed a 
desire to earn an honest livelihood and 
gel some permanent employment. He 
leaves a young wife and one child to 
< mourn his untimely end.
